Grey made no secret of the fact that | 
the situation had at one time been 
very tense but, thought his stateme7ts 
today. wauld prove a sedative to 7 
world which has been indulging In a 
fit of political alcoholism and that 
the time had arrived to get and to 
kéep cool and sober, 

House Was Crowded. 

The House of Commems was crow.1- 
ed when Sir Edward Grey = arose. 
Many distinguished strangers were in 
the galleries among them a number 
of foreign diplomats. At the outset, 
Sir Edward told the House that Herr 
Vpn Kilderlin /Waechter's disclosure 
of the conversations which had taken 
place between the German ambass.- 
dor and himself had taken him ly 
surprise,. In diplomatic procedure it 
was most unusual to make public any 
such conversations Without consulting 
the other party and he knew nothing 
whatever of Hetr Von Kiderlin Wae- 
chter’s intention until he read the 
published account, He did not make 
any complaint, hawever, as he unde-- 
stood the exigencies of the situation 
in Germany precluded any such co1- 
sultation, Herr Von Kiderlin Waech- 
ter's statement was complete so that 
he (Sir Edward Grey) was inder ro 
necessity of putting the part taken 
by the British foreign office before the 
House cf Commons in a fuller man- 
ner, 

The communciation made to the 
British foreign oflice by the German 
ambassador, Count Paul Wolff Mut- 
ernich, on July 1, in regard to the dis- 
patch of the German gunboat Pan- 
ther to Agadir, in southern Moraccs, 
and the ambassador's explanation in 
regard to that matter, continued Sir 
Edward Grey, made it clear that Ger- 
many regarded a return to the status 
quo in Morocco as impossible and tnat 
Germany's real objective was a de- 
finite solution of the whole Moroccan 
question,

INDUSTRIAL ii DOCTORS * 


E, Miles Dalley, Representative 
British Capitalist, Belicves Kdmon- 
ton and Calgary Have Tremendo.as 
Industrial Posi bilitics, 


Winnipeg, Nov, 27—Edmonton and 
Calgary will soon be ne longer de- 
pendent for their prosperity on agri- 
culture alone, thinks BE. Miles Batley, 
representative of Britith capitarists, 
who is at present here after having 
spent several weeks in ghe west. 

“During the last morth or so,” he 
said, “I have been knocking acx- 
wards and forwards across the Rock- 
ies and have had a goced opportunicy 
for observing ihe men and the indus- 
tries of the country.” 

A remarkable feature of most west- 
ern cities, and especially of Edmonton 
and Calgary, is the extreme youth of 
the men occupying important p>si- 
tions. 1 was prepared te find that 
Canadians did not place so high a 
premium upon experience as We do 
in England, but I was not prepared to 
see bank managers and heads of 
large business cuncerns of twenty-five 
or thirty years Wfoage. 1 cannot say, 


though, that I observed any bad ef- | . 


fect from the placing cf responsibil- 
ity on youthful shoulders, 

“I was also struck with the ndus- 
trial possibilities of Calgary and Bi- 
monton, In close proximity to the 
mighty Rockies they have at hand 
sources of abundant raw matertal, 
and it cannot %e long until their tn- 
dustries become as important a means 
of income as their agriculture, Poten- 
tial power is being discovered n all 
parts of the country. The Bow river 
will eventually furnish plenty otf 
power to Calgary, as will also the 
Saskatchewan to Edmecnton The de- 
velopment of industry is therefore 
certain, 

“But the possibilities of the mou'- 
tainous province, to my mind, are

Insurance against liability for acci- 
dents on the street railway was the 
subject of the tollowing report sub- 
mitted by Supt. Knight to the eckhy 
commissioners yesterday: 

“The total revenue for the financial 
year just ended was $239,258.61 and 
the lowest rate quoted for this class 
of insurance Was two and a half per 
cent. of this revenue, which would 
give us protection to the extent of 
$1,500 in the case of any one claim, 
and $10,000 in the case of any one ac- 
cident. The premium at the rate quot- 
ed would have amounted to $5,981.50, 
We have paid out in settle ment of 
Claims and legal cxpenses during” the 
past year some $3,763.56, which 
would amount to 1.6 per cent, of the 
revenue mentioned, so that this shows 
a saving of $5,217.94, or 37 per cent,
